Effort Made to Counteract Evil.

rHAT Jntempetance is more wide- 


spread amongst the foieigners In 
Chicago than It is In Europe is a 
well known fact 
During the last 


ten years ths.t I have been studying 


conditions of the poor I have found that, es- 
pecially in our colony, the amount in monpy 
for alcohol consumed is increasing every 
5 ear " 


Such was a statement made by a Lithuan- 


ian doctor, who for tbe last five years has 
been trying- to check this evil by different 
ways and means, and i.s, perhaps, the only 
j n i f r u n to do anything actually In this direc- 
lion. 


"In a district that I have in mind," said 


this physician, "there is a community of 
Lithuanians aggregating about 
riO.uoO 
In 


that thfcti K't aione there are over 2l'j taloons. 
1 have tried to get accurate statistics, but 
found It really impossible. But I came to a 
conclusion that the annual average amount 
spent on drink alone amounts to about $Sj a 
peibun. 
The amount spent in this way Is 


tremendous, but when one has to consider 
and rome in contat t rtaily with the direct and 
indirect misery through drink, one is horri- 
tied beyond expression. 


" Ihe reason foi It Is plnin," he continued, 


"and lies In the surroundings 
Some time 


ago, when I was appointed as a health officer, 
1 Investigat&d conditions leading to drink and 
lound that many people who in their own 
country never touched a drop in their lives, 
after they had been here a short period be- 
came almost slaves to the habit. For wher- 
ever a foreigner goes^_the temptation Is al- 
ways befoie htm. 
Whether he stays at his 


boarding house or goes to a saloon directly, 
w nether at a ball or meeting a friend, always 
and everywhere he is compelled to drink, 
drink, and drink." 


To a person who has a vague Idea about the 


lives of foreigners In our great cities, It may 
fccem absurd that such a condition should ex- 
ist, 
but to one who lives in their midst H i« 


a tad but plain truth In orderlo understand 
It better, let us start with the newly arrived 
Immigrant. 
He nearly always comes to a 


person whom he either knows or to whom he 
lius a letter of introduction. Nearly always 
as soon as he gets to his destination and 
meet*! his friends he is gi\en a welcome, and 
luends arid neighbors participate in it. The 
main features of these functions are beer 
and whisky. All diink. and though, perhaps. 
lie does not care to touch it, he Is either com- 
pelled to, or out of respect toothers and the 


hospitality offered Him he dares not refuse It. 


Next day, when his friend comes from 


woik, if he goes to work on that day at all, 
lu takes the newcomer around the city to 
show him the sights. 
He Is now Intro- 


duced to his fnemi s friends, and, naturally 
enough, they drink in honor of the meeting. 


Another and most important event In the 


hletory of the Immigrant Is to get work as 
soon a? possible. As he speaks no English 
lie cannot go to th*- gates of any factory 
w h e i e Kngllsti 1? spoken, but he must seek 
some one who can t-peak for him. He goes, 
or i« taken to a house of tome " straw boss " 
who speaks English and is able to do the talk- 
inx for him. To get acquainted H is custom- 
ary to treat, and to treat is to drink, for how- 
could any one think of refusing to drink in 
th- presence of a man who Is able to give 
you your daily bread and butter 


When he K^ts work the pay envelope the 


Immigrant receives, the money that he can 
spend as lie pleases, and the examples of his 
friends, all seem to tend in one direction—to 
drink. For how can he spend time, either at 
ho,ne or C-IPPW here, without drinking. If he 
stays nit home there Is nothing to do but to 
join somebody In a bottle of beer or take a 
glass of vodka. If he goes to see his friends, 
where can he pee them If not In the saloon. 
If he goes to a ball, the receipts of which are 
always increased through the sale of liquor, 
he willingly or not must drink, and if he 
drinks, then he Is expected to treat back. 


If he cares not for the ball, the boarding 


house, or the saloon, he may go to tome na- 
tional societj 's meeting, but he will only find 
that national societies, with a few excep- 
tions are held either In the" rear of or above 
a ^aloon. 


dnly recently, through pie work of a well 


known Lithuanian temperance worker. Dr. 
Gralczunas, a movement 
to combat th« 


drink evil has been started. Through lec- 
tures illustrated with Btereopticon views, 
liicrature describing the evil resuits of drink, 
and like things, lie has aroused at least'an tn- 
t^iest from the more Intelligent eJasses of 
Lithuanians.

One Cue in Point. 


I krow a young man-right now who mad» 


despfrate efforts to land a certain piece of 
work on a contract. Each week an Install- 
ment was to have been completed up 'o 
standard or quality and by a certain fixed 
day in the week. He got the Job. For the 
lirst Jew we'-k.« he worked up to full require- 
ment*. In these last few months he has been 
over-talking the telephone 1n asking how 
much longer time he may ha\e nn the weekly 
stunt, and whether or not the 
figurative 


eleventh hour ot that last possible day won't 
suffice ? 


Whrjt has been the net result of all this? 
In the beginning the employer looked upon 


these telephone calls as a neressarj small 
annoyance in the business day. He wasn't 
averso In the beginning to hearing from his 
employe occasionally by woid of mouth But 
the burden of these rails becoming the eter- 
nal request for a " little more time " for the 
work, the employer wearied of them. From 
weariness the employer sui.'Cenly turned Into 
closer scrutiny of the man s work. What In- 
dication* were there tha! the additional tim» 
given the employe was resulting in better 
returns? He knew that In granting the ad- 
ditional time he himself was subjected to 
other ^mall Inconveniences and explanations 
What was there, anyhow, that made this par- 
ticular employe's work better than might be 
done with Jar less annoyance by almost any- 
one else?

Only One Tkiaf Left. 


The net result of this employe's pernicious 


loitering on the Job has been simply to bring 
to his employer's mind the desirability ol 
looking to some one else foi that particular 
piece of work. 
Mention of the employe's 


name In his presence now constitutes a small 
irritation. Time that has been taken up from 
the employer's routine by these irritating 
pleas for more time has left the employer 


short of time th! t needs to be devoted to 
something farmoie Important. 


In so many line* of work where the em- 


ployer or his agem must give verbal infctruc- 
tlons to the workei as to Just what the work- 
er shall do, that one thing left the worker 1« 
to do It. and at ome. 


On such an occasion, where the work to be 


done is plain and when the worker is ex- 
pected by reason o' his position to know Just 
how to do it, nothing is more Irlltatmc than 
is a long drawn out discussion foiced by the 
»orker as to the ways and means and the 
f :me and troubles that are to be anticipated 
in the doing. 


" Get busy " Is t rather hackneyed «nd 


weakened expression of one of the most im- 
portant of all philosophies which the worker 
should take to hln self and keep before him 
at all times. 


If an order Is give n the worker todosome- 


thli g whlc-h require s that he leave the prem- 
ises or his (inployr. let him get out and 
Bway'at once. For an employer to free a man 
in an office or plant half an houi after that 
man should have been on his waj may be a 
greater Irritation than It the worker had re. 
ported half an hour late for work on that par- 
ticular morning.

s\stem was corroborated by Coroner's 
Physician O'Hanlati, who performed 
the autopsy today 
There were un- 


mistakable evidences of poisrn—not 
from ptomaines—and the organs of 
the bodv were so decomposed even in 
the 
few hours that had 
elapsed 


since death that Dr. O'Hanlan could 
not tell what it was 
The viscera will 


be examined by Professor Lorkin of 
the College of Physicians 
and Sur- 
geons. 


SOME VIRULENT POISOX. 


The British consul has become in- 
terested in the case and is using all the 
Influence at his command to have the 
mystery cleared up 
He, as well as 
others, think it almost beyond belief 
that in the t,me that elapsed between 
Miss Clark's death at a-30 o'clock Fri- 
dav morning and thf autopsy thl.s af- 
ternoon decomposition could have been 
so marked unless some virulent poison 
had been used

All who knew Miss Clark unite in 
sn\mg that her beautv was remark- 
able. 
She was the highest type of 


English giil. 
Of medium height, she 


possessed a superb figure and splen- 
did carriage. 
Her hair was of red 


bronze and \ery abundant. 
Her eves 


were blue, set tar apart, and her com- 
plexion was the tvpical fair English 
"peaches and ercim " 
Her voice was 


also e.s^eiitiallv English—low, 
sweet 


and w i l l modulated. 
She dressed in

Interrogatories were sent to all kinds 
of banks 


DEPOSITS IX BANKS. 


The aggregate retail ' deposits on 
March 6, 1909, the day on which the 
banks were requested to report their 
detail deposits, showed some Interest- 
In facts, oocordlng to Dr. Kinley. The 
larger amount of deposits was In the 
returns of the national banks, where 
the percentage of checks was 74.7, the 
highest shown by any class of banks. 
The loan and trust companies were 
next, with 73 7 per cent., their total 
deposits were only about one-eighth 
of those" of the national banks. 


The third in order of percentage 
was the state banks and the percent- 
age of credit paper in their deposits 
was 40 per cent of the national banks 
The private banks, with less than a 


million dollars deposits, showed 6 8 4 
per cent of checks, while fhe stock 
savings banks, with deposits of less 
than }400,000, showed 64 1 per cent In 
checks. 
The mutual savings 
banks 


showed 12.3 per cent in checks In de- 
posits of less than $15,000.

SUGGESTS REMEDY. 


"Consequently there ought 
to be 
some means of supplying additional 
currency when credit as a means of 
payment diminishes. 
This currencv 


ought to be as safe and as uniform as 
the ordinary currency. 
"The volume of credit transactions 
very likely tends to increase as the 
population and 
business 
grow. 
It 


does not Increase uniformly, however, 
but by periodic movements—that Is to 
say, the rate of Increase 
of 
credit 


transactions, as compared 
with

whole vloume of business grows as it 
were, by jerks and at a 
decreasing 
rate."

Mystery of the Bellevue 


A sort of mystery seems to hang over the proposed 


opening of the Bellevue Hotel on Geary street, and 
no one can say why there is any mystery at all. This 
fine structure has long been completed and vacant. 
It was built by Mrs. Barron just after the fire, and is 
a splendid nine-story- reinforced concrete building of 
excellent architecture, just a block west of the Co- 
lumbia Theater.

made for the supplies to keep a hotel going. It is 
even said that Alexander, house superintendent at 
the St. Francis, has been secured as manager. 
But 


through it all no one will say that the hotel is to'be 
opened, and a strange silence pervades all the doings 
in relation to it. So the initiated ask, Why all this 
mystery over something that should be given as wide 
advertisement as possible? The Palace advertised 
itself all over the world on its "opening of San Fran- 
cisco's $10,000,000 hotel." Why is the Bellevue silent? 


Injustice of the Assessor 


The new taxation blanks are being distributed, and 


I notice that there is an apparent effort to cheat poor 
people of their due. A few years ago a constitutional 
amendment was adopted exempting from taxation 
property up to the value of $200—1 think that was 
the amount. 


Well, those taxation blanks set out the law of 


taxation very sharply and very fully in the matter of 
threats as to what will happen if the taxpayer does 
not make out his list of taxable property or does not 
pay up. But do you suppose there is any informa- 
tion for the poor man about his exemption under the 
Constitution? Not a bit like it. Here is every word 
the blanks have to say on the subject: 


"Less—(Any claim for exemption under Section 


1&/2 of Article XIII of the Constitution must be made 
in person at the Assessor's office.)"' 


There should certainly be some law to force as- 


sessors to give poor taxpayers more information as to 
their rights of exemption than is contained in those 
few blind words, especially when there is so much in 
the way of threats abotit penalties. 


Italian Opera for a Glass of Beer 


When will this contest of entertainment in our 


cafes come to a head and an end? Apparently it is to 
go on to the point of ruin. All the proprietors cannot 
win out on their expenses for big bands and costly 
singers and dancers. 


Otto Muller of the Bismarck has now arranged to 


go all his rivals one better. He is in the City of 
Mexico, and is there arranging to engage an entire 
Italian opera troupe now singing there to come to 
his cafe. Surely that is about the limit When this 
company cdmes to the Bismarck anyone can hear 
grand opera by recognized singers by merely dropping 
in and buying a plebeian glass of beer. 


Bell Has Much Opposition 


There is a marked disposition among the Demo- 


crats to turn down Theodore A. Bell for the nomina- 
tion for Governor. 
Should Bell, by chance, secure 


this empty honor it will be by default of other candi- 
_dates to declare their aspirations. Bell is encounter- 
ing much opposition in his immediate party, and from 
men who four years ago were his staunch supporters. 
He has also antagonized the labor vote, much 'of 
which was favorable to him in his previous canvass, 
by his attacks on P. H. McCarthy in the latter's 
canvass for' Mayor of San Francisco. The Democratic 
leaders can spell nothing but defeat in Bell's candi- 
dacy. They are looking about for a new candidate— 
one who at least will be able to start in die race with- 
out carrying the unnecessary weight of great opposi- 
tion in his own party ranks as well as bitter antago- 
nisms from without.

is the present choice of the McNab faction in the 
much divided Bojirbon machine. Judge Trask and 
Joseph H. Call of Los Angeles have been discussed, 
as have also Senators A. E. Campbell of San Luis 
Obispo, E. O. Miller of Visalia and George W. Cart- 
wright of 
Fresno. 
Former Lieutenant-Governor 


William. T. Jeter, the banker of Santa Cruz, who held 
that office under Budd, has many friends who are urg- 
ing him to become a candidate for the chief executive 
office of the State, but Jeter is indifferent up to date. 


(i While these and others have been mentioned for 
Democratic standard-bearers, Bell appears to be the 
only one who desires to lead the forlorn hope. 


Real Estate Across the Bay 


Real estate business in San Francisco is reported 


to be in a fairly healthful condition, although there is 
no boom in that branch of trade enterprise in this 
city. Deals of considerable aggregate volume are re- 
ported and good sales are noted almost daily. The 
proposed return of the Chinese to the quarter oc- 
cupied by them before the fire has given a more 
healthful, if not most satisfactory, condition to realty 
in that section. 


Want the Chinese to Come 


The celebration of the Chinese New Year, the 


festal features of ivjiich are now at their height, has 
brought into relief the remarkable change in senti- 
ment toward the followers of Confucius in this city 
during the past thirty years, and even with the last 
decade. 


Thirty years' ago the shibboleth of labor as repre- 


sented by the so-called "sand-lot" movement, which 
had for its leader the late Denis Kearney, was "The 
Chinese Must Go." The evolution of sentiment has 
been such that the watchword of the same conditions 
las almost been reversed and now is "The Chinese 
Must Come." 
Special inducements have been of- 


'icially held out to the Chinese to resume their former 
lomes and haunts in the section of the city known as 
'hinatown and to which they have not returned 


since the fire of J906. The prohibition of gambling 
and other pastimes and recreations dear to the Chi- 
nese had much to do with their remaining away, but 
these restrictions have now practically been removed 
and the "Chinks" have been extended a welcome to a 
wide-open ChinatowTi. 


Thirty years back the Chinese were victims of 


many a riot and the torch was applied to their wash- 
houses with an unpleasant frequency. A Chinese on 
the street was made to run the gauntlet of sticks and 
stones hurled at him by hoodlums and frequently by 
others of the more respectable classes, so intense was 
the race hatred. At that time politicians and states- 
men made campaign capital by assailing the pigtailed 
pagans, and a political party platform without an 
anti-Chinese plank was regarded as incomplete and 
its omission meant the defeat of the machine so of- 
fending the public sentiment that obtained. 


Now an almost cordial invitation is extended to 


the Celestials to return to our city. Their patronage is 


sought by men who have real estate for sale or to 
lease; the businessmen want them for their largi 
trade, and even the laboring classes have1 ceased to 
inveigh against their one-time enemy with the bitter- 
ness of yore. People do noi hesitate to now openly 
eat in Chinese and Japanese restaurants. At some 
recent banquets tendered labor leaders the waiters 
were Japanese and other se-vice was furnished by 
Orientals. 
Possibly the most significant feature of 


this was that there was no protest or even adverse 
comment from those who for so many years have de 
claimed so loudly and so often against the Asiatics. 


Only ten years back the Orientals were denied ad 


mission to the leading theaters and cafes, even when 
accompanied by guides or otlier Caucasian chaperons 
During the present New Year season the Chinese 
have flocked to the theaters and the cafes, particu- 
larly the latter having vaudeville entertainments. At 
all of these they have not only been made welcome, 
but their patronage eagerly sought. A feature of the 
celebration has been automobile parties of Celestial 
visitors making the rounds of the hotels and cafes, 
and at all of which the brilliantly costumed Asiatics 
were made much of by the Caucasians present. 


These holiday parties came and went at will, un- 


attended and without interference. This spirit of in- 
dependence among the one-time hunted and frequently 
assaulted Orientals is credited to die fact that many of 
them hare imbibed "that spirit as attendants of the 
public schools, while others are to the manner born, 
being native sons and native daughters. 


And by the way, the Chinese native daughters 


making their debuts as buds during the present festal 
season have been unanimously voted peaches by ad- 
miring male Caucasians, which is another sign of the 
evolution of the sentiment on in this city anent die 
Orientals and why the once familiar cry "The Chi- 
nese Must Go" has been superseded by the more 
cordial sentiment, "The Chimse Must Come." 
Red Hayes Will Have to FJght 


The outlook is for concert of action between the 


Republican and Union Labor parties in the present 
State campaign. It is said t!,at labor will probably 
have at least three direct repiesentatives on the Re- 
publican ticket. Those thus far mentioned in this re- 
lation are Frank McGowan for Attorney-General, D. 
D. SuIJivan of Sacramento, pre;-ident of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, for superintendent of State printing, 
and Andrew J. Gallagher, secretary of the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council, for Congress from the Eighth 
district, now represented by E O. Hayes. 


Postmaster Arthur Fisk his been urged to get 


into the Congressional contest, but thus far has given 
no decision. Hayes has made himself extremely un- 
popular, if not heartily disliked, by the administration 
in Washington, D. C, the man from Santa Clara hav- 
ing seen fit to flaunt his rouge whiskers in the face 
of President Taft in presenting the "demands" of the 
insurgents. 
Senator Eddie V'olfe has temporarily 


laid aside his aspiration to represent the Fifth district 
in Congress and is now assisting Senator Dick Welch 
in managing Charley Curry's fight for the nomination 
for Governor. 


The outlook is for Hayes being given a lively 


battle for the renomination, nc twithstanding his re- 
puted great wealth. His broth-T, J. O. (or "Black") 
Hayes, has contributed to the complications of 
"Red's" Congressional canvas? by endeavoring to 
curry favor with the Lincoln- Roosevelt League by 
throwing mud at the regular Republican organization, 
from which he originally sought an endorsement for 
Governor. The Leaguers would have none of "Black," 
and now Rouge et Noir appear? to be politically dis- 
credited by both the performers and the reformers. 


Word is out that the defeat of Congressman Hayes 


will not displease, but rather gratify, the administra- 
tion in Washington, to which the Representative from 
the Fifth district has made himself so obnoxious. The 
disposition of the local Republic ans is to extend this 
courtesy to the heads of the national government in 
Washington, it being said that ^resident Taft would 
be pleased to be relieved of cv;n the occasional of- 
fending presence of "Red" from the Fifth. 
A Reporter With Money

This stand of the Owl people, together with 
the decision of the American Druggists' Syndicate to 
fight the United Chemist Company in its contemplated 
plans to monopolize retail drug stores, like its ally, 
the 1 nited Cigars Compntn . has been monopoliring 
to a great extent the retail cigar business of the large 
cities, has greatly delayed Wise and his financial as- 
sociates in-making any large drug store investments, 
eitfwr here or in the East, outside of New York Cfty. 
They seem \o want to wart and see what moves the 
American Druggists' Syndicate is going to take. 
Wise refuses to talk about his drug store plans.

overshadowed him in importance and attention. This 
was very galling to the Britisher and was eventually 
the cause of much friction between the two. The 
Baroness is a well-preserved woman, 
good-looking, 


vivacious and evincing keen interest in all things 
around her. She has written a book on the literature 
of the coast, and on that account is greatly interested 
in the work of the California writers of today.

how to Make a Vegetable Garden 


And How to Care For It 


The amateur gardener may 
have 


any amount of theories ab-nit garden- 
ing, but, nine times out of ten, when 
he sets out to make a garden, he Is 
at a loss as to how to begin the work. 
He discovers, all at once, this his the- 
ories are ot a kind that it Is rather 


, difficult to practice. 
It 
1=5 with 
a 


vie\v to simplifying the matter and 
giving some practical advice to the 
man—or woman—-•nho would like to 
Brow a few vegetables on the home 
lot, that the^e suggestions ha\e been 
prepared 
What, w ill be saul in them 


is the result of personal experience. 


The first thing to do is to provide 


yourself with tools to work v.ith. Not 
many will be needed 
Get a spade, a 


hoe and, an Iron rake to begin with. 
Others can be procured later, as the 
need for them becomes apparent. 


The first real work to be done in 


the garden is spading up the ground 
for the beds, and putting It in proper 
condition for the reception of seed. 
When 
to do this 
depends 
largely 


upon locality. 
Xo definite date can 


be assigned 
for any 
locality. 
One 


must wait until enough of the mois- 
ture of spring has drained from the 
soil to leave It In a condition that 
makes it possible to puh eriz° It per- 
fectly. 
If we spade it up while it is 


still wet and heavy. It will come away 
from the spade in chunks,, which it 
will be impossible to reduce to mel- 
lowness until they have been exposed 
to the air and 
sunshine for some 


time. 
Therefore, it w i l l he seen that 


nothing is gained by attempting to 


work the soil very early in the sea- 
son. 
When it crumbles away from 


the spade readily go ahead with your 
garden work, but do not attempt do- 
ing much before that. 


The ground should be spaded to a 


depth of at least a foot and a half. 
This for two purposes: 
To pulverize 


the soli so that the roots of whatever 
plants are grown in it 
can . easily 


reach the depth where they will flnili 
coolness and moisture in the weather 
conditions that prevail at midsummer, 
and to bring some of the lower stra- 
tum of soil to the surface. 


I would not inhise attempting to 


thoroughly pulverize the soil at the 
time of spading. 
Nuch better results 


will be secured 
by turning It 
up 


loosely, and leaving H for a day or 
two, 
or longer, for the elements to 


work on. 
Many amateur gardeners 


fail because they ignore the advice 
given about spading the soil 
They 


seem to think that a little scratching 
of the surface about all that is neces- 
sary. 
In this they make a serious 


mistake. Xo plant can make a vigor- 
ous development of its root system If 
obliged to contend with a hard soil 
and satisfactory development of top- 
growth depends upon the strength and 
vigor of its roots. This being the case, 
make the work to be done by the 
roots as easy as possible. 


Very few soils are rich enough In 


themselves to grow plants to perfec- 
tion. 
Fertilisers of some kind must 


be applied. 
The beit of all is barn- 


yard manure, if old enough to 
be 


•aslly pulverized under the hoe But

Mr. Fairbanks and the Pope. 


It was the late Charles A. Dana of the New York Sun who 


dubbed Hon. John Wanamaker "Buttermilk John," when that 
thrifty Christian statesman was Postmaster General in President 
Harrison's cabinet. In Mr. Dana's opinion Mr. Wanamaker's fond- 
ness for buttermilk exemplified the virtues of temperance, of econ- 
omy, and hence deserved special recognition. Occasionally, when 
Mr. Wanamaker's piety and purity shone more conspicuously than 
usual, Mr. Dana enthusiastically referred to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral as "Holy John." 


Charles Warren Fairbanks succeeded Mr. Wanamaker as a 


statesman distinguished for frugality, piety and fondness for but- 
termilk. Owing to an unfortunate incident which occurred while 
Mr. Fairbanks was Vice-President—-a sort of clothes hanger in the 
closet for Mr. Roosevelt—buttermilk came to be called the Fair- 
banks cocktail. This was not because buttermilk exhilarated the 
spirit of piety and sweetened love for thrift and economy, but be- 
cause Mr. Fairbanks had real cocktails mixed for his guests at a 
dinner party, at which President Roosevelt was present. Mr. Roose- 
velt drank a real cocktail while Mr. Fairbanks solaced himself with 
buttermilk, but the Methodist conscience of the nation was 
shocked and outraged to learn that Mr. Fairbanks kept materials 
for making cocktails in his house. 
The brethren consistently 


cheered Mr. Roosevelt on every occasion, but just as consistently 


~~3id they reproach Mr. Fairbanks for his commerce with the Demon 


Rum. 


But at last the worm has turned—or rather, a fortunate inci- 


dent has restored Mr. Fairbanks to the favor and confidence of his 
Methodist brethren. He has been denied audience with the Pope. 
The refusal of the Roman Pontiff to receive him would alone have 
been great glory in the eyes of orthodox Wesleyans, but the reason 
of the refusal has lifted Mr. Fairbanks to the pinnacle of piety and 
patriotism in the minds of his brethren of the Methodist persuasion. 
Mr. Fairbanks was shut out from the papal presence because he 
persisted in delivering an address in a Methodist Church in Rome. 
If Rome didn't howl Oshkosh and Kalamazoo did. Was ever such 
A blow struck at freedom of conscience! Was ever an attack on 
religious liberty more valiantly resisted! 


Mr. Fairbanks defied the Pope and spoke in the Methodist 


Church. And he lives to tell the tale. All Methodism is rejoicing. 
The cocktail incident is forgiven if not forgotten, and Mrv Fair- 
banks has been taken from the mourners' bench and elevated to the 
highest place in the tabernacle. At last Christian virtue has its 
righteous reward! At' last the stimulatingxand pious qualities of 
buttermilk are vindicated. 


But, we may be pardoned for asking, what was so deveut a 


Methodist, so zealous a defender of Protestantism, so staunch an 
enemy of Popery as Mr. Fairbanks doing seeking an audience with 
the head of the Roman hierarchy? Why was he hanging around 
the Vatican? Did he want to kiss the Pope's toe, or was he seek- 
ing an opportunity to bite it off? On this head Mr. Fairbanks is 


silent. So are those who are pointing to him ~as a. shining example 
of Christian courage and fortitude. 


It is given out from the Vatican that the Fairbanks audience 


was cancelled, not because the former Vice-President is a zealous 
Protestant, but because the Methodist Church in Rome is engaged 


- in proselyting Catholics right under the Pope's nose, and that the 


appearance of Mr. Fairbanks as a speaker in the edifice had the ap- 
pearance of endorsing the proselyting propaganda. Apparently 
His Holiness thinks the Methodists of the Roman congregation 
are violating the rules of the game by trying to seduce by specious 
arguments and even gifts to leave one Christian fold for another. 
-His idea apparently is that the Christian sects should not bother 
each other, but devote-'their apostolic energies to the work' of re- 
claiming the Ijeathen and converting the unbelievers. According to 
this view, the members of the Methodist congregation in Rome are 
not playing the game fairly, are poaching in fact, and employing 


• unsportsmanlike devices to trap, not sinners, but duly baptized pro- 


fessing Christians. According to this view, it is not ethical or 
neighborly for the evangelist to hunt other than wild game. 


— But Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch comes forward with the statement 


that both Catholics and Protestants are trying to proselyte Jews. 


^ If .an entente cordiale is to be established between the warring 


Christian sects, he wishes Israel to be included, or rather exempted, 
from the proselyting endeavors of all Christian sects. He says the 
Jews seek no converts—and want none, being content to keep the 
faith in the seed of Abraham and not make it cheap and common, 
having an aversion to sharing it with Negroes, Hindoos, poor 
white trash and Indians not taxed. The obvious answer to his pro- 
test is that Jews are not Christians in the evangelical sense. 


And so a mighty dispute -waxes, but will no doubt be resolved, 


as all such disputes are, to the glory of God and the spiritual bet- 
terment of man. However, each sect teaches that it alone carries 
*the true message of salvation; logically, therefore, it is the duty of 
each sect to convert all others to its way of thinking. Each sect 
professes to believe that it alone is the repository of the true faith, 
the teacher of the true Word; hence each sect is obviously recreant, 
from the sectarian standpoint, if it does not endeavor to instill the 
true Word and the true faith into all who will hearken and believe, 
for doth not the gospel say: "Verily, ye cannot enter the kingdom 
of heaven unless you believe and be baptized." But what shall a 
man believe? Baptism is an easy matter. Certainly the bouleverse- 
ment in Rome which has involved Mr. Fairbanks and the Supreme 
Pontiff affords no clue to the true doctrine. 


Still we can recommend buttermilk as a healthy, harmless, fru- 


gal beverage, stimulating to-bcth the spiritual and physical nature, 
and entirely free from heretical bias or other irreligious flavoring. 
Drink buttermilk and you will be healthy/happy and prosperous 
even if you can't enter the Vatican. There is still left open heaven 
and the Methodist Church.

After her death this copy was found In one 
of her pockets. Now the father wished a clean set of 
the verses that they might be framed.

"Just As I Am," was written by Miss Charlotte Elliott, 


of Brighton, In Devon, England. Her brother. 
Rev. 


Henry Venn Elliott, often said that this hymn 
out-' 


weighed In Christian value all his own efforts as 8. pas- 


tor. 
It was written or first printed in 1836, and has been 


frequently translated Into Latin verse. Miss Elliott was 
early the victim of religious fears and doubts, and, un- hour after hour, to fight against bodily feelings of al- 


"Cear Charlotte: Cut the cable; It will take too long 


to unloose It. Cut It, It Is a small loss. The wind blows 
and the ocean Is before you—the spirit of God'and eter- 
nity." 


The son-in-law of the poet Wordsworth wrote Miss ; 


Elliott thanking her for this hymn because of the great ! 
comfort It had given his wife-on her death-bed. 
Ten ; 


times a day she would ask him to repeat It, after he I 
had first read It to her, and every morning for two 
months until her demise the first thing for which she 
asked was this hymn. 


The physician of Miss Elliott, unaware of her author- 


ship, once brought her a printed leaflet, copy'of the 
hymn, aaylng: "I know that this will please you." He 
had Judged accurately as to her spiritual and literary 
taste, even If ho didn't know she had written It. 


Miss Elliott was born March 18, 1789, at Westfield 


Lodge, Brighton, England. 
Her maternal grandfather, 


two of her brothers and an uncle were clergymen. She | 
wS» bred from childhood to culture and piety, and, "like I 
many another brilliant woman under a high musical and ! 
artistic education, she relpased Into chronic 111 health," ! 
becoming after 1822 a confirmed Invalid. Her father ! 
dying In 1833, she turned for occupation and consolation 
to •writing prose and verse, of which her pen was most 
prolific, despite her physical weakness. An annual pub- 
lication, with the odd name of "The Christian Remem- 
brancer Pocket Book," passed .Into her charge and she 
conducted It for 25 years. 
To "The Invalid's Hymn 


Book," published In 1836, Miss Elliott had contributed 
116 pieces, among which was the one here given, "Just 
As I Am." In addition, she wrote for other publications. 


She had traveled In Scotland, Switzerland and Nor- 


•mandy. and in 1345 she and her surviving sister went to 
the Continent, where at Torquay they lived for 14 years. 
Then they returned to Brighton, where Miss Elliott 
made her home until her death In 1871, aged 82. This 
was a great age, considering her Infirmities. 
It Is said 


of her that at four-score she wrote as smoothly and 
sweetly as ever. 


Of her belief In God's knowledge of her Illness and 


sufferings Miss Elliott herself wrote these 
touching 


lines: 


"He knows, and He alone, what It Is, day after day. 


willing then to trust herself entirely to Christ, sought to 
work out her own salvation. In this state of mind she 
was found by Dr. Caesar Malan, the celebrated French 
hymn writer, when he visited her father at Brighton In 


1822. 
He eald to her: 


most overpowering weakness, languor and exhaustion; 
to resolve not to yield to slothfulness, depression and 
Instability, but to rise every morning determined to take 
for my motto, 'If any man will come after Me, let him 
deny himself, take up his cross dally and follow Me."

How Heney Was Compensated. 


In again declaring that he would not be a candidate for Gov- 


ernor, Francis J. Heney made this statement: 


"Having given three years of my time to the public without 


compensation, I am now compelled to devote myself to my private 
business."

During the three years Mr. Heney says he gave his services 


without compensation, he drew $47,000 from the Federal govern- 
ment and was paid $23,828.28 by Rudolph Spreckels, an aggregate 
of $70,828.28, besides fees in private practice which came to him by 
reason of his connection with the graft prosecution. 


What does Mr. Heney call compensation? Possibly he argues 


that because he drew no salary from the city and county of San 
Francisco while acting^s Assistant District Attorney (the salary 
going by arrangement to- the man displaced to make room for 
Heney), he probably takes as giving a color of truth to'his state- 
ment. Yet Spreckels paid him about $8000 a year avowedly for his 
services as a prosecutor in the so-called graft cases. His salary as 
Assistant District Attorney would have been $3600 a year. And 
there is<fcvery reason to believe that President Roosevelt allowed 
him large extra fees as Special Assistant Attorney General for his 
services in the Oregon land grant cases, as a species of recompense 
for what Heney was doing as a volunteer officer of the law in San 
Francisco.

Causes Fight Be- . 


tween Cities. 


ROME, Feb. 19.—Rome and Milan, 


always Jealous of each 
other, 
have 


clashed over the possession of an an- 
cient statue. 
The conflict ended In 


victory for Milan. 


The statue, an ancient Greek flgrure 


of Nlobe, found during the excavations 
In Rome, tvas taken to Milan, where 
It was housed In the Palazzo Sforza. 
Rome claimed possession of the Nlobe, 
arguing that she would be better cared 
for In the Eternal City. 
Milan re- 
sented the Insinuation, while officially 
consenting to the return of the statue. 


V."hen the mayor of Rome, Signer 
Nathan, arrived at the Piazza Sforza, 
accompanied by the mayor of Milan 
to take possession of Niobe, he was 
hissed and snowballed by an angry 
crowd. His hat was knocked off, and 
the police guard were unable to pro- 
tect him. Inside the palace the formal 
proceeding connected with the trans- 
fer were complicated by the opposi- 
tion of the mayor and aldermen of 
Milan. When the mayor of Rome left 
the palace for lunch, he was again 
mobbed and snowballed and all but 
rolled In the snow. 
Finally the matter was referred to 
the Milan courts, which annulled the 
order for "sequestration." 
So Milan 
keeps her beloved Xiobe. while Rome 
Is "all In tears"—like the 
original 
Nlobe.

The plans for the submarine ha\9 been 
drawn by Green, who was spnt to this

Ability. He is at present a member ot a 
local realtv firm and has drawn a large

The project of constructing an ark to 
•outride the storm of poisonous gas In the 


atmosphere -w as taken up by the three 
men half in Just following the news irom 
the astronomers of Yerkes Observatory 
that the lines of cyanogen gaa had been 
discovered to co \ ery prominent in the 
spectrum of the tall of the great Halley 
comet 
Then came the cable from Profes- 
sor Oamille Flommarion of Fiance to the 
effect that should the great wanderer of 
the heavens bring tha gas in large quan- 
tities it would snuff 
out 
life 
on this 
planet as the earth passed through the 
lemuus streamer of its sweeping tall. A 
sho:t time later T'rofessoi Booth of the 
chen.is try department of the Stato Uni-
